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Philippine Notes 


First day sale of the new 2-centavo Dr. 
Rizal (light green) stamps of the new regu- 
lar postage series has been set tentatively for 
April 14 and a special cachet will be applied 
on first day covers, according to the press bul- 
letin issued by the Director of Posts on 
March 19. 


Orders must be addressed to the Superin- 
tendent, Money Order Division, Bureau of 
Posts, Manila, and must be accompanied with 
a money order or certified check (including 
return postage and registry fees) made payable 
to the Director of Posts. Requests for other 
kind of stamps must not be included in the 
orders for these new adhesives, the press bul- 
letin further states, First printing of this new 
stamp is 60,000,000 (40,000,000 regular 
and 20,000,000 with “O.B.”), according to 
local postal officials. 


Prior to the press release issued by the Di- 
rector of Posts, issuance of a provisional 2- 
centavo stamp was sounded by the Philippine 
postal authorities as they feared not receiving 
the new 2-centavos on time. It was originally 
proposed to surcharge the 4-centavos (Woman 
and Carabao) with 2 centavos if the new 
stamps were not received by the middle of 
April as by that time the Bureau of Posts 
would run out of the 2-centavo values. How- 
ever, with the coming new stamps per the S. 
S. President Cleveland which is expected 
to arrive at Manila on March 27, hence the 
announcement of April 14 as the tentative 
date for the First Day sale of the first stamp 
of the new regular postage series of the Phil- 
ippines, thus saving the Islands from another 
booooomph surcharge! 


Stamps of the 2-centavos of the Malacanan 
Palace, Pres. Quezon taking oath of office, and 
the First Foreign Trade Week, have already 
been sold out, and the 2-centavo values of the 
Triumphal Arch are running low, according 
to the Philatelic Agency, Bureau of Posts. 


Nothing definite as to when the new air 
mail stamps of the Islands will be issued. 
Meanwhile, Philippine postal officials flatly 
denied having committed or made any an- 
mouncement to the effect that the new air 
mails *‘will be definitely placed on sale in 
Manila Post Office on February 27, 1941,” as 
played up in a two-column ad in some Ameri- 
can magazines which were received in Manila 
early in March. Local postal authorities ex-

pressed much surprise on the announcement in 
said ad, as the stamps in question are NOT 
yet even printed! As a matter of fact, at this 
writing (March 19), proofs of the airmail de- 
signs were just received by the Philippine 
postal authorities from the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing at Washington for approval 
of the Director of Posts before the Washing- 
ton officials start “shooting” these new air 
mails, it was learned by this correspondent. 


And then, there’s the provincial collector 
from Central Luzon, who ordered from a 
Manila dealer recently, the following Philip- 
pine air mails: “Scott No. A44 to A49 Ani- 
mals’? (italics ours.)

Stealing the show at the Handicraft and 
Hobby Exhibits sponsored by the Boy Scouts 
of America held at the American School on 
February 28 in Manila, were stamp collections 
displayed by some local Boy Scouts. 


Subtract 100 bucks from the total face 
value of P184.86 of the new documentary 
stamps of the Islands as reported in this col- 
umn before, as according to a letter dated 
January 30 received by this correspondent 
from the Bureau of Internal Revenue, there’s 
no 100-peso value. 


Among the newspapers in the Islands that 
published stamp columns occasionally is The 
Sunday Informer, a Japanese weekly published 
in Manila by the Nichi Nichi Shimbun, giving 
exclusive publicity to Japanese stamps. Inci- 
dentally, Ginzaburo Tamada, 62-year-old edi- 
tor of the Nichi Nichi Shimbun in this city, 
got into hot water with the local government 
agents on March 15, for possessing an unli- 
censed radio set and for receiving 183 sheets 
of “news dispatches” from the Domei News 
Agency of Tokyo, Japan, in “dots and dashes” 
according to the Manila Sunday Tribune of 
March 16, 


Speaking of the Land of the Rising, Direc- 
tor of Posts Juan Ruiz recently circularised 
to all postmasters in the Philippines instruct- 
ing them to refuse parcel post packages for 


‘delivery in Japan, provided senders have made 
| previous arrangement with addressees to com- 
ply with Japanese import regulations, accord- 
ing to the Philippines Herald in its issue of 
March 15, 


Philatelic lingo heard at the auction of the 
Asociacion Filatelica de Filipinas on March 1: 
Specimen deal . . . an auction sale paid with 
an I.O.U. Straw-man .. . the second-fiddle 
of a bidder. 


Aviation, a monthy published in New York 
and received in Manila early in March, in its 
February issue has 31 pages illustrating 116 
different American planes, the size of the pix, 
4 x 7 ems. which airmail chicadees might 
tie-up with their red-and-blue collections. 
The magazine contains 288 pages and sells 50 
cents a copy (free advt.) 


Now come the manufacturers of “Wings” 
cigarettes with an announcement that 50 dif- 
ferent colored poster stamps (?) are “issued” 
by them, with a different American plane 
shown on each, according to an advertising 
poster nailed at a Manila cigar stand. And 
that’s of course if you smoke and buy 
“Wings” cigarettes.

Philippine Air Lines Inc., is another addi- 
tion to local commercial aviation when it was 
inaugurated on March 15, with one of its 
planes carrying passengers, air express, and 
newspapers, from Manila to Baguio, Mt. Prov- 
ince. Curiously enough, no air mail letters 
were carried, in spite of the efforts made by 
the Philippine Air Mail Society to commemo- 
j rate its inaugural flight. However, it’s inter- 
esting to note that in the inaugural flight of 
;the PALI plane, it carried the “first aerial 
' newspaper” of the Islands and the paper 
| flown was the Manila Daily Bulletin, oldest 
| American newspaper in the Philippines.

This special 
cancelation to be applied to covers carried on 


the opening date of the new route by means | 


of rubber hand-postmarking stamps with long 
bars, having the wording: “South Bend, Peru 
& Indianapolis, Ind., H.P.O., May 3, 1941, 
Trip 1” (or with “Trip 2.”--). 

Stamp collectors desiring the initial run 
cancelations should send their covers prepared 
and ready for mailing with postage prepaid 
at the first-class rate to the Postmaster In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, for the northbound run 
from Indianapolis, to South Bend, which will 
be designated in the cancelation die as “Trip 
1,” and similar covers to the Postmaster, 
South Bend, Indiana, for the southbound run 
from South Bend to Indianapolis, which will 
be designated in the cancelation dies as “Trip 
2.” All letters properly addressed and stamped 
should be sent under cover to the postmasters 
indicated, endorsed on the covering wrapper: 
“For dispatch on the initial run of the High- 
way Post Office, May 3, 1941.” 

As the use of the rubber postmarking 
stamps will be restricted to the initial date, 
no wording will be shown in the canceling 
bars, and no official cachet will be provided. 
After May 3 the regular type steel postmark- 
ing stamps will be employed in the cancela- 
tion of all mail matter handled over this 
route, 

Arrangements will be made for the inter- 
mediate post offices served on this route, 
namely; Noblesville, Westfield, Kokomo, Peru, 
Mexico, Rochester, Argos, Plymouth, LaPaz, 
and Lakeville, Ind. to accept philatelic mail 
from local patrons for dispatch northbound 
or southbound as the case may be. Such covers 
will not be canceled or backstamped with the 
local post office postmark as they will be 
dispatched on the Highway Post Office for 
cancelation with the special postmarking 
stamps described above. Likewise, the post- 
masters at Tipton, Galveston, Bunker Hill, 
and Denver, Indiana, whose post offices will 
be served by the new Highway Post Office 
service through exchange of mails by means 
of mail messenger or star route service, will 
accept philatelic mail from local patrons to 
be dispatched on the inauguration date, under 
the same conditions as specified for similar 
mail at the post offices directly on the route. 
It is not permissible to apply both postmarks 
to the same piece of mail matter, and round- 
trip covers are accordingly not procurable. 

All covers intended for the initial trip can- 
celations should be in the hands of either the 
Postmaster at Indianapolis, or the Postmaster 
at South Bend, Indiana, as soon as possible; 
not later than the close of business, May 1, 
1941,

Dear Sir: 

Your editorial of March 8th complains 
at lack of response to the suggestion 
for removal of gum. I wonder if collec- 
tors generally did not feel as I do. I 
feel sorry that a fellow collector made 
a costy mistake and that the least said 
the soonest mended. 

I have o. g. stamps 80 years old and 
they show no gum injury. Of course if 
one doesn’t know how to take care of 
his stamps, gum may cause trouble. But 
it does not with reasonable care. I do not 
want to start an argument. I am sat- 
isfied that gum is essential to a mint 
stamp and that’s that. 

What’s a stamp anyway? In so far 
as I am concerned it must be complete, 
although not perfect. That is, a mint 
stamp must be mostly o. g.,, without 
thin spots, rubbed places, creases, tears, 
holes or cracks. It must be well enough 
centered so that perfs do not touch the 
design, perfs must not be nibbed and 
no straight edges. The design must not 
be faded or dirty. Anything else is not 
an attractive copy although perhaps col- 
lectable at what I would consider the 
right price. In other words, I collect 
stamps and not damaged pieces of pa- 
per. 

I agree with you about postmarks. I 
like a sharp, clear town cancellation. 
That is infinitely preferable to even a 
light smudge. 

Hoping the collector didn’t soak the 
gum from any of the Great Britain 
1883-4 set I am,

Mrs. Alice I, Wilbur of Oberlin, Ohio, ad- 
vises that about the middle of March she 
received her Pitcairn Islands first day cover. 
Cover was registered, bore postmark dated 
October 15, 1940 and a printed form enclosed 
invoicing the stamps was numbered 628, 
which indicates that very likely at least that 
number of covers were sent on the first day— 
a much larger number than has been estimated 
by foreign dealers, She reports covers for 
friends arrived at the same time. 





3c Postage Extended 





Congress, the first week of April voted ap- 
proval of extension of the 3c rate of postage 
for two more years. The rate would have ex- 
pired on July 1. It was inaugurated on July 
6, 1932 as am emergency measure to meet in- 
creasing postal deficits and has every couple 
years or so been extended by Congress.

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Railway Post Office Notes 


This will probably be the last batch of 
R. P. O. Notes to appear in LINN’S. Mr. 
S. G. Hulse, Sutter Road, Glenshaw, Pa. will 
edit such a column—with your assistance in 
news and suggestions—in the new monthly 
Collector Magazine being readied for publi- 
cation by Linprint. This will enable more 
space to be devotcd in LINN’S to stamps. Mr. 
Hulse, by the way, is endeavoring to make a 
checklist of all RPO cancellations in collabo- 
ration with Arthur Lee of Lakewood, Ohio. 
They'll appreciate assistance from each of you. 
Our thanks to each of you who helped these 
occasional columns with news items and com- 
ments. 


The Toledo & Frankfort R. P. O. was dis- 
continued with the last run which left To- 
ledo on March 15, arriving back at that city 
the next morning. This was a mixed train on 
the Nickel Plate. The RPO car regularly used 
was destroyed by fire shortly before abandon- 
ment, but no “crash” covers are reported. 
This route should not be confused with the 
Frankfort & Toledo which operates from a 
Michigan city. Applications are being con- 
sidered for abandonment of service from 
Frankfort, Ind. to Peoria, Ill. which will, if 
approved (which is far from certain in 
Indiana) cause change of name of the Fos- 
toria & Peoria RPO, as this secion of line 
constitutes the Western Division of that RPO. 


Other RPOs recently discontinued include 
Butler & N.Y., Beatrice & Holdrege, Sussex & 
N. Y., Hattiesburg & Natchez and Evans- 
ville & Hopkinsville. The Coahoma & Roll 
Fork was changed to Coahoma & Greenville. 


“Are all the variations in abbreviation and 
spelling of the name of the R. P. O. post- 
marks collected?” Yes, many collectors collect 
them, Examples are “Cleveland & Marietta” 
and “Cleve. & Mar.”; “Bell. & Zanes.” and 
“Bellaire & Zanesville.” “Grand Rap. & Chi.” 
and “Grand Rapids & Chi.” The official ab- 
breviations as given in the list in Feb. 26, 
1938 LINN’S are supposed to appear in the 
postmarks now in use, but we doubt if more 
than a majority of offices have such post- 


marks, 


How to identify puzzling postmarks is a 
task sometimes. One method is to look 
through the index in the Official (Railway 
Timetable) Guide, available at most libraries 
and all railroad stations, 


The narrow gauge Antonito & Santa Fe 
R. P. O. has been given an indefinite stay 
of abandonment. Senator Ed. Johnson of 
Colorado introduced a congressional resolu- 
tion to investigate the proposed abandonment 
on grounds that the lines is a strategic one 
for national defense, being the only one south 
from Colorado to New Mexico. Hearings 
were to commence at Santa Fe on April 5. 
Abandonment was tentatively set for April

term it. 


The following interesting letter was received 
from Raymond Ottarson, 1414 Third Ave., 
Watervliet, N. Y. The photo will probably 
appear in a future issue:— 

“In reviewing RPO I learn from my own 
sources that Fort Ticonderoga & Lake George 
RPO line was a summer post office operating 
during the summer by means of train from 
Fort Ticonderoga (N.Y.) to Lake George Vil- 
lage (N.Y.) and clerks then transferred the 
mail and accessories to an RPO set-up in 
steamboat which made a trip up the lake and 
back, the boat giving service to camps and 
communities en route. The boats used were 
three: the “Horicon”, the “Sagamore” and the 
“Mohican.” After three years research I have 
secured a photo of the steamer ‘“Horicon” 
which operated on this line, taken at a time 
when the RPO line was in operation (about 
1930). This RPO line closed operations with 
the close of business in the summer of 1934. 

“The steamer “Horicon” was since used as 
a show boat and night club for entertainment 
and dancing, making trips up the lake during 
the evenings. It was dismantled and scrapped 
a little over a year ago. 

“Have photos at cost plus postage of this 
steamer.” 


In the fiscal year of 1939-40 there were 
620 mail routes operated over the lines of 
302 railway companies. Annual expenditure 
was $100,898,394. Employees of the R. M. S. 
totalled 20,133. 





The mail train of another day has all but 
disappeared. Of the 3,794 mail cars in use on 
railways as of last June 30, only 5 were of 
all wooden construction, and 253 of combined 
wood and steel construction, The extent of 
equipment devoted to the Railway Mail Serv- 





ice can be seen by the fact that 682 cars 
were full R. P. O., and 3,112 cars were 
apartment cars, (having but part of the space 


in the car alloted for RPO.) 





While looking over some _ miscellaneous 
covers we ran across the postmark of the 
forerunner of the much publicised Washing- 
ton & Harrisonburg Highway Post Office. 
The postmark is dated May 19, 1911, carries 
(Southern Ry.) Train 28 insert and is in- 
scribed “WASH. & HARRISONBURG R., P. 
O.” Long since discontinued, the highway 
service succeeds to former daily RPO which 
this cover recalls, 


Two unusual railroad postmarks of the 
Banknote Issues era are illustrated in the 
December “Postal Markings.” Each in- 
cludes the word “TRAIN” in the post 
mark as part of the inscription around 
the inside of the circle. One is inscribed 
“ST. L. & KAN. CITY” with “TRAIN” 
at bottom instead of the expected “R. 
P. O.” or “AGT.” The other is inscribed 
“HAN. & DEN. TRAIN R. P. O.” Neith- 
er is year dated, so may have occurred 
most any time between 1870 and 1890. 





The street car post office system which 
was introduced in the early ’90s reduced 
time in transit of mails by three to five 
hours, due to the sorting of mail while 
cars were enroute between outlying sta- 
tions and carriers and the main office. 


Here’s a tip when preparing RPO 
covers. Do not use too hard a filler. 
While a hard filler is fine for machine 
cancels, it does not work out so well with 
the steel hand cancels of the RPOs, 
causing them to bounce.

as advisers on disposal of stamps or covers. 
Furthermore, our correspondent evidently ex- 
pected us to pay the return postage on such 
advice as well. Pure optimism, as our waste 
basket can testify. 


“Could you make any suggestions concern- 
ing keeping stamps in safe deposit boxes? I 
have in mind your mentioning recently that 
stamps should not be kept air tight.” Stamps 
are subject to whatever affects paper, and 
lack of moisture in the air tends to make the 
paper brittle. Hence our warning against 
sealing stamps airtight. There seems to be no 
harm in keeping stamps in safe deposit boxes. 
Albums should be placed on edee (like books 
in a library) as this tends to keep stamps and 
album better. Some stamp inks will rub off 
or transfer under long or heavy pressure, as 
may be seen by looking at pages of old al- 
bums which have been laying flat for years, 
the coloring of the stamps rubbing off on the 
opposite pages or the stamps on those pages. 
Stamps or covers should not be sealed airtight

in cellophane, kodapak or glassine envelopes 
for long periods. Note that sealing in most 
commercial envelopes is not sealing “airtight,” 
as the flaps are not gummed to provide for 
airtight sealing. 





“Is it possible for me to obtain covers (not 
necessarily with first day cancellation) from 
U. S. defense bases in the West Indies and 
Army Camps, and if so, how can I go about 
getting them.” Covers from these post offices 
are obtainable same as from any other U. S. 
post office. Send stamped, self-addressed 
covers under cover with a note requesting 
postmarking addressed such as ‘Postmaster, 
Marine Detachment, St. Lucia, Leeward Is- 
lands, Branch, New York, N. Y.” Since 
practically all the draftee training post of- 
fices are branches of other post offices, care 
should be taken to place the full address. A 
list of these appeared on page 349 of March 
29 LINN’S. Items about the offices estab- 
lished in British possessions have appeared 
from time to time. Domestic postage rates ap- 
ply in all instances. 





“Money Package/by the/American Express 
Co./from/Crestline, O.” is the inscription on 
a black on orange red paper label about 
1x1% inches in size, imperforate. In the 
center is a design typical of banknotes of the 
period, an allegorical representation of a seated 
woman leaning on an express safe,.a cornu- 
copia beside her. A reader asks what this is. 
Many such labels have been used by express 
and railroad companies to frank packages, but 
not for letter mail. The railroads still use 
labels for paying carrying charges for bun- 
dles of newspapers. These are sold to publish- 
ers in advance. Just when the label submitted 
was used is not clear, but from the style of 
lettering and printing we'd say it was 50 or 
more years ago. Who can tell us more about 
it? Crestline was an important railroad center 
and the express company still does a large 
business there.

New Books Received 





Color Filters in Philately by WHarry A. 
Froom, 46 pages §’2x8, illustrated with line 
drawings and halftones, peper bound, pub- 
lished by the author at 2420 Vancouver Ave., 
San Diego, Calif., $1.00.
